A  concife  Account  of  the  ConduCi  0/ PETER  THE  third,  the  laji 
Emperor  0/ Russia,  from  his  Acceffionlo  the  Throne  to  his  Z)r- 
pofition  and  Death.  [^From  the  Hiftory  of  George  the  Third, 
jiijl  publi/hed.'] 

The  firft  a<5ls  which  diftinguifhed  the  reign  of  Peter  III,  were 
extremely  popular  and  aufpicious.  He  fet  the  Ruffian  nobi* 
Illy  and  gentry  free,  and  granted  them  all  the  privileges  and  im¬ 
munities  which  arc  enjoyed  by  thofe  of  their  rank  in  other  mode¬ 
rate  governments.  He  recalled  mod  of  the  exiles,  he  abolifhed 
fume  tyrannical  jurifdidtions,  and,  to  the  great  relief  of  the  poor, 
leflencd  the  tax  upon  fait.  But  this  happy  dawn  was  (bon  over- 
cad.  He  manifeded  too  great  a  regard  to  foreigners,  to  the  ne» 
gle<d  of  his  nobility,  and  affronted  the  foldiery,  by  introducing  the 
Prudian  uniform  preferably  to  the  Ruffian,  in  which  he  could  not 
help  thinking  that  the  glory  of  the  empire  had  been  duly  fup- 
ported.  He  difguded  the  people  by  facridcing  all  their  late  con-' 
quads  to  the  intered  of  his  duchy.  But  his  innovations  in  reli- 
gious  matters  were  dill  more  imprudent  and  alarming.  He  (eiz- 
ed  upon  all  the  revenues  of  the  church,  and,  in  their  place,  allow¬ 
ed  the  clergy  mean  penfions,  according  to  the  diidates  of  his  ca¬ 
pricious  fancy.  He  ordered  that  chnrchmen  fliould  be  no  longer 
didinguifhed  by  their  beards ;  an  ordinance  very  offenfive  to  their 
gravity.  The  images  and  pi^ures  in  their  churches  he  fubjetded 
to  certain  regulations,  which  gave  them  reafon  to  apprehend  that 
he  propofed  to  effe<d  a  loM  change  in  the  relijgion  of  the  empire, 
and  to  introduce  Lutheranifm,  for  which  he  was  known  to  enter¬ 
tain  a  partiality,  though  he  had  conformed  to  the  Greek  worfhip 
for  the  fake  of  the  fuccefCon, 
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Wliilr,  without  the  fiipport  of  perfonal  cftecm  or  national  pre¬ 
judice,  he  thus  offended  his  grandees,  affronted  his  army,  and  en- 
r.iged  the  clergy,  he  had  not  the  good  fortune  to  live  in  union 
with  his  own  family.  Having  long  flighted  his  confbrt,  a  woman 
of  a  niafculine  fpirit,  byj  whole  councils  he  might  have  profited, 
lie  lived  in  the  mofl  public  manner  with  the  countefs  of  Woron- 
z'jff,  and  Teemed,  devoted  to  her  wdih  fb  ftrong  a  paflion,  that  it' 
was  apprehended  he  would,  throw  the  emprefs  into  a  convent,  and 
raifc  his  niillrefs  to  the  throne.  What  gave  a  colour' to  this  fuf. 
picion  was,  that,  <onrrary  to  the  pofitiye  conilicu lions  of  the  cm. 
pire,  he  had  neglected  to  declare  his  fon  the  fucceflbr :  an  omif. 
lion  which,  in  a  country  where  the  law  of  fucceflion  is  fixed  and 
regular,  would  have  been  of  little  moment,  as  the  obfervancc  of » 
it  would  rather  have  betrayed  a  doubt  of  the  title  :  but  which, 
from  the  fluctuating,  unftable  nature  of  this  government,  was  real¬ 
ly  alarming. 

Thus  did  this  weak,  but  wtll-meaning  prince,  introduce  in  a 
few  weeks,  more  new  regulations  than  wife  and  cautious  fbve. 
reigns  will  attempt  in  the  whole  couiTe  of  a  long  reign.  Troft- 
ing  to  that  abfolnte  power,  of  which  he  thought  himfelf  polTe&d, 
but  which  the  frequent  interruptions  in  the  line  of  fuccelfion,  and 
the  violent,  but  not  yet  perfected  change  of  inamiers,  had  Vender- 
ed  extremely  precarious  and  dependent  on  the  affedtions  of  the 
people,  he  imagined  himfelf  capable  of  completing  the  plan  of  refor¬ 
mation  which  Peter  the  Great  had  begun.  Stimulate  by  the  ex¬ 
ample  of  his  idolized  king  of  Pruflia,  he  burned  to  become  a  Ic- 
giflator  and  a  conqueror,  never  coulidering  that  his  vkdent  attaefa- 
menl  to  that  prince,  with  whom  the  nation  had  waged  X  long 
and  rancorous  war,  excited  the  indignation  of  bis  fubjc^ls,’ who 
could  not  conceal  their  contempt,  when  they  law  him  debafo  his 
dignity  by  foliciting  a  command  in  the  Pruflian  fervice,  and,  up¬ 
on  obtaining  it,  difplayed  all  the  marks  of  an  immoderate  atKl 
puerile  fatisfa^itian,  by  wearing  the  uniform,  and  making  a  magni- 
Hcent  fcllival. 

I'he  emprefs,  little  felicitous  for  the  profperity  of  a  man  who 
had  long  ceafed  to  be  a  hufband,  fet  np  an  independent  interdl 
iu  favour  of  herfclf  and  fbn.  She  rarefied  the  militarv,-  flattered 
the  nobility,  refpc(fted*the  clergy,  cultivated  the  affeclions  of  the 
pcM^ple,  and  fliewed  a  veneration  for  their  religion  and  manners  in 
the  I'aiiic  proportion  that  the  Czar  leemed  to  defpiie  them.  The 
confi  qnence  was,  that  a  general  confpiracy  was  formed  to  de* 
throne  him  ;  niiKl  fo  ill  was  he  ferved,  that  he  remained  in  perft^ 
feenrity  and  ignorance  of  the  whole  defign,  while  the  fenate  and 
clergy  were  affenibled  to  pafs  the  fcntcnce  of  his  dcpofiiion.  The 
emprefs,  who  feems  to  have  been  privy  to  the  whole  ichemc,  ap¬ 
peared  immediately  bef ire  the  Kuflian  guards,  and,  after  ha¬ 
ranguing  them,  was  declared  their  foie  and  independent  fovereig®* 
Having  received  the  congratulations  and  oaths  of  allegnmce  of  all

ranks,  flie  marched  at  the  bead  of  her  troops  ia  queft  of  her  huf. 
band,  who,  good  eafy  man  !  was  indulging  hirafelf  with  his  miii 
trefs  ill  indolent  aniufements  at  a  plcafurc-houCe  by  the  fea  (here. 
Wlieii  a  common  fbldier  informed  him  that  he  was  no  more  a  fo- 
\er(ion,  he  feemed  thunderftruck.  Recovering  from  his  trance^ 
Ik*  thought  of  defending  himfclf  with  his  HoUlein  guards;  bur, 
though  confeious  of  their  fidelity,  he  doubted  their  ftrcngih. 
What  refource  then  remained?  flight  alone.  This  late  lord  of 
inighty  fleets  and  armies  embarked  in  a  finall  veflcl,  and  rowed 
towards  Cronfladt,  in  order  to  make  his  efcape  to  HoUlein,  wherte 
lie  propofed  to  wait  a  favourable  turn  in  the  tide  of  fortune.  But 
finding  that  he  was  blocked  up  on  every  fide,  and  entirely  at  tli« 
inei  cy  of  his  enemies,  be  returned  to  Qraniebaum,  and,  after  foine 
lur.uiltuous  deliberations,  refolved  to  throw  himfelf  on  the  com* 
liairioii  of  the  emprefs.  He  found  none  though  fhc  had  been 
treated  with  lenity  by  him,  fhe  did  not  chufe  to  copy  his  leflbn. 
Notwithftanding  his  voluntary  abdication,  fhc  would  not  confenc 
to  any  of  his  propofals,  much  lefs  to  that  of  allowing  him  to  retire 
to  llohlein  with  the  countefs  of  WororizofF.  Npt  fatisfied  with 
forcing  him  to  fubferibe  an  unconditional  refignation  of  his  crown, 
llie  obliged  him  to  be  the  murderer  of  hfs  qwu  reputation,  by  in- 
veigling  him  with  the  vain  hopes  of  life,  to  fign  a  paper,  decla¬ 
ring  his  fall  convidlion  of  his  inability  to  govern  as  a  fbvereign,  or 
ill  any  other  capacity,  and  his  thorough  fenfe  of  the  misfortunes 
which  the  coiitiQuation  of  his  authority  mud  have  brought  on  the 
empire.  Thcfe  ceremonies  being  finifhed,  his  fword  was  (eized, 
and  he  was  condudled  to  prifon  ;  whe.re,  according  to  univerfal 
expedaiion,  he  perilhed.  The  dilbrder  of  which  he  died,  was 
called  an  haeinorhoidal  cholic  ;  but  it  Teems  to  fiave  been  of  that 
fort  which  completed  the  tragedy  of  our  Henry  III. 

Nothing  can  more  ftrongly  mark  the  barbarity  of  this  nation, 
than  that  they  could  fubmit  to  the  government  of  a  w'oman  who 
was  capable  of  fuch  a  deed.  Stained  with  the  blood  of  her  huf- 
band,  Ufey  conflituted  her  abfblute  miflrefs  of  their  lives  and  for¬ 
tunes  :  ail  eledlive  monarch  they  made  the  rood  defpotic  ibvereign 
ill  the  world.  In  order  to  give  fome  colour  to  her  proceedings, 
and  to  leffen  that  odium  which,  in  any  other  nation,  would  have 
fliook  her  throne,  fhe  blackened  the  memory  of  the  unfortunate 
prince  with  imputations  of  the  mod  atrocious  nature.  Among  o- 
tber  enormities,  fhe  charged  him  with  a  defign  of  difpatching' 
herfelf  by  murder.  Her  manifedos  were,  at  the  fame  time,  filled 
with  violent  profedions  of  affeiflioD  to  her  fubje^ls,  of  regard  to 
their  intered,  and  veneration  for  their  religion  ;  and  they  breathe 
fuch  fervent  and  fincere  grains  of  piety,  as  mud  prove  extremely 
edifying  to  thofe  who  are  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  pure 
fentiments  of  religion,  by  which  great  princes  are  on  fuch  occafions 
animated.  She  gave  fatisfadl ion,  however,  to  the  Ruffians.  She 
difmiHed  all  foreigners  from  her  fcrvke,  and  beftowed  her  confi¬ 
dence 


dcnce  and  favours  on  the  natives.  She  fent  borne  the  Holftein 
troops,  and  revived  the  Rutfian  uniform  with  new  luftre,  appear¬ 
ing  in  it  herfelf  in  public.  Throwing  herfelf  entirely  on  the  af- 
fections  of  the  authors  of  her  elevation^  the  reflored  to  the  clergy 
all  their  poflcifions  and  their  beards.  >^0  ^ 

As  her  domed ic  government  was  diametrically  oppofite  to  that 
which  Peter  had^adopted;  as  the  revolntibn.wa.s  fiippofed  to  have 
been  produced  by  the  machinations  of  the  powers  whom  he  had 
irritated  by  his  defe<^tion ;  and,  as  no  cordiality  could  be  imagined 
to  exift  between  the  emprefs  and  the  king  of  prufl[ia,ifor  whom 
her  hufband  had  difeovered  fo  ftrong  a  prepodedion,  it  was  appre¬ 
hended  that  this  vvonderful  man  had  only  emerged  from  a  fca  of 
troubles  to  be  plunged  into  an  abyls  of  defpair.  Rut  the  emprefs, 
w'ho  knew  that  the  violent  changes  made  in  the  empire  by  Peter 
the  Great,  had  left  behind  them  the  feeds  of  infurrccflions  and  re¬ 
volutions,  did  not  think  her  authority  firmly  enough  eflabliflied 
for  the  profecution  of  the  war.  When,  upon  fearching  among 
the  Czar^s  papers  for  the  Pruffian  monarchV  correfpondence,  it 
wMs  found  that  he  difapproved  of  his  violent  meafures ;  that  he 
had  counfelled  him  to  be  tender  of  his  confort  ;  to  defifl  from  his 
jiretenfioiis  to  Slefwick  ;  and  to  attempt  wo  alteration  in  the  reli¬ 
gious  and  civil  laws  of  his  coiintry  :  the  emprefs,  however  little 
given  to  the  melting  mood,  relented ;  and  the  fenate’s  refeutment 
and  anitnofity  abated.  The  army  in  Pruffia  bad  received  orders, 
which  feemed  to  indicate  the  renewal  of  hoflilities  ;  .they  were 
countermanded  ;  and  affuranccs  were  given  to  the  PriifCaiitnimi- 
flers  that  the  perpetual  peace  lately  concluded, would  be  ioViola- 
bly  obferved.  Though  the  Ruffian  armies  were  recalled,  and  fc- 
pa rated  from  the  Pruffians,  all  the  conquefls,  which  theyi  had 
made  with  fo  much  difficulty,  fo  much  expence  and  bloodfbed| 
were  faithfully  reftored.

Emperor’s  Palace. 


The  palace  which  fo  many  emperors  had  embellifhed  and  en« 
riched,  is  now  totally  buried  under  its  ruins ;  fb  that  the 
fur  face  of  it  is  only  a  park  planted  with  yews  and  cyprefles.  That 
it  Hill  covers  ineflimable  treafures,  there  is  the  more  reafbn^to  be¬ 
lieve,  as  it  is  the  place  which,  of  all  others,  has  been  the  letft 
fearched.  This  ground  belongs  to  the  houfe  of  Farnefe,  as  a  fief 
conferred  by  Paul  III  on  his  fon  Peter  Lewis  Farnefe.  TbU 
mine  of  riches,  whether  from  negligence,  or  the  jealoufy  of  its 
proprietors,  lay  untouched  till. the  year  lyao.  From  the  difeo- 
verics  then  made,  JNI.  Bianchini  formed  his  Kijiory  of  the  Palate 
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of  the  Cafars,  publlflied  in  1738.  The  tovo  coloflus,  now  in  the 
gardens  of  Colorno,  were  part  bf  thofe  difcoycries. 

^  I  have  heard  at  Rome,  that  it  was  among  thefe  ruins  M.  Bian. 
chilli  met  with  the  unhappy  accident  mentioned  in  the  culogium 
of  that  gentleman  by  M.  Fontenelle,  who,  it  may  be  prcfuuied, 
had  not  a  true  account  of  the  following  particulars  of  it.  .  M. 
liianchini,  not  lefs  cftitnable  for  his  piety  than  his  exienlive  know¬ 
ledge,  had  prefided  over  the  works  and  difeoveries  carried  on  in 
the  year  1720.  The  ceffation  bf  thefe’ works  only  whected  his 
inclination  for  enlarging  thofe  difeoveries;  and,  prompted  by  hi;j 
ardent  defire,  he  ufed  to  frequent  thefe  ruins,  attended  by  his 
fervant,  who  with  a  pick-axe  explored  fuch  j^aces  as  (eemed  the 
moll  promifing.  Whilft  bulled  in  a  fpot  where  the  founding  of 
the  furface  denoted  a  large  cavity,  the  ground  gave  way  under 
him,  fo  that  he  fell  perpendicularly  into  a  fubterraneous  place; 
on  the  edges  of  which  he  was  kept  up  by  bis  elbows,  without  his 
feet  reaching  the  groiiud:  his  age,  llature,  and  replctenefi,  allow¬ 
ing  him  but  little  agility,  his  cfforis,  and  thofe  of  his  lervant  to 
get  him  up,  only  widened  the  aperture,  and  broke  away  the  fup- 
port  on  which  his  dlbows  relied.  In  this  extremity,  M.  Bianchiui, 
undaunted  at  the  apparent  certainty  of  his  fate,  repeated  the 
prayers  for  thefe  who  are  at  the  point  of  death ;  and  bis  (ervanc 
being  at  length  quite  fpent,  he  fell  from  the  height  of  about  thir- 
ty  feet  on  a  heap  of  rubbUli;  here  he*  called  out  that  he  was  not 
hurt,  alking  for  a  light  that  he  might  improve  this  accident;  ac¬ 
cordingly  he  found  himlelf  in  a  vail  laloon  with  frelco  paintings* 
All  his  hurt  (eemed  only  a  Higbt  contufion,  but  the  confequences 
carried  him  to  his  grave  within  two  years. 

The  imperial  palace  Hood  on  the  (bulh-weft  fide  of  the  Forum 
Ronianuni,  which  eallward  w'as  terminated  by  Titus’s*triumphal 
arch,  which  to  this  day  forms  one  of  its  outlets.  On  the  interior 
face  of  one  of  the  pillars  of  this  arch  is  reprelented  the  candle- 
11  ick  with  feven  branches,  which,  among  other  fpoils  from  Jeriifa- 
lem,  had  adorned  Titus’s  triumph  on  that  fignal  occafion.  The 
Jewilli  quarter  being  near  this  monument,  they,  to  five  them-, 
felves  the  affli(flive  fight  of  fuch  an  obje<5l,  have  purchafed  of  the 
government  the  privilege  of  opening  a  narrow  palTage,  which  fide- 
ways  from  the  arch  opens  a  communication  between  their  quarter 
and  the  Forum  Romanum,  or  Campo  Vaccino.  I  have  fren  fbme 
perfons  fo  void  of  (entiment  and  jidlice,  as  to  fiieer  at  that  unhap. 
py  people  for  a  delicacy,  arifing  from  thofe  rare  and  fublime  prin¬ 
ciples  which  dictated  the  pfalm  Super  flumina  Babylonis, 

Oppofite  to  the  ruins  of  the  emperor’s  palace,  and  on  the  north- 
call  fide  of  the  Campo  Vlccino,  arc  thofe  of  the  temple  of  Peace. 
Some  large  roofs,  which  make  the  inofl  confiderable  part  of  tbefis 
ruins,  have  been  walled  in  towards  the  Campo,  and  are  now  the 
receptacle  or  (laple  for  the  horned  cattle,  of  which  the  Campo  is 
the  market.  T  bus  the  Forum  Romanum  is  returned  cxat^ly  to 

the 


the  very  fame  condition  in  which  iEncas  found  it  on  his  coming 
to  Evander.  ^

AH  this  part  of  Rome  was,  during  its  higheft^iprofperity,  the 
heft  inhabited,  and  now  is  taken  up  by  churches*  and  convents. 
Home  may  be  faid.  to  have  removed  into  the  Campus  Martins,  and 
the  plain  along  the  Tiber,  of  which  that  field  made  a  part.  Cities 
not  only  become  e?tiin<ft ;  they  likcwife  change  ' their  place.  A- 
roong  ibofe  which  I  have  feen>‘  Lyons,  Marfcilles,  Ancona,  &c. 
have  like  Rome  come  down  from  the  mountains,  where  their 
founders  had  placed  them,  and  .which  they  had  long  occupied,  to 


PonimiiS  chacas  viter  magnifita^  fays  Juftus  Lipfins,  in  his  Con- 
f.derations  on  the  Roman  grandeur;  et  fordes  has  inter  illos  Jflen* 
doves.  And  in  reality,  perhaps,  never  was  work  a  intended  for 
public  fervice,  carried  to  fuch  a  pitch  of  grandeur.  ’Diftributed 
among  the  valHes  within  the  firfl.  inclofures  of  Romey*  and  ^conti¬ 
nually  refrefhed  by  copious  fprings,  they  emptied  theuifclves  into 
I  he  'I  iter,  through  the  valley  w  hich  feparates  the  mount  Aventiiie 
from  the  Palatine.  -  ' 

Such  is  the  li)liJity  of  their  condrutTion,  that  they  have  with- 
flood  the  depredations  of  ages,  and  feveral  both  inward  and  out¬ 
ward  caiifes  of  decay.  I  have  feeri  the  Cloaca  maxima,  atitsifTae 
into  the  Tiber;  it  is  from  twelve  to  fifteen  feet  in  breadth',  with 
the  like  height.  1  could  not  but  admire  the'  enormous  blocks  of 
\Yhith  it  is  built,  the  (lability  of  the  arch,  and  the  ^regulartty^  of 
its  form,  which  has  not  failed  in  any  one  part,  though  the  (tones 
are  joined  bare,  without  mortar  or  cement.  • 

Admiration  increafes  oh  confidering  the' depth  of -the  excava¬ 
tion^,  and  the  trenches  which  this  kind  of  building  required;  and 
that,  farther,  it  >vas  the  work  of  Romeos  fecond  century^  that  is, 
when  Rome  >vas  only  an  irregular  heap  of  collages.  '

Indeed,  if  ancient  and  modern  hiftorians  arc  to  be  credited,  the 
Cloaca  maxima  was  only  part  of  fuch  undertakings  in  tke  lime  of 
'I’aiquin  the  elder,  who,  according  to  thofe  hiftorians,  laid  the 
foundation  of  the  Capitol,  lining  the  Tarpeian  rock  with  a  huge 
body  of  mafonry  (fuhjlruLiio)  ftill  exifting  ;  who  confined  the  bed 
of  the  Tiber  by  a  quay,  diftinguifhed,  even  in  the  mod  polite  ages 
of  Rome,  by  the  denomination  of  Pulc^rum  littus ;  who  encoin- 
paflTed  Rome  with  a  ilone  trail;  and  laftly,  w’ho  began  the 
Corcus,  which  could  hold  one  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand  fpetfta- 
tors.  Yet  at  the  firft  cenjus  the  follovi’ing  reign,  the  number 
of  inhabitants,  both  of  Rome  and  its  territory,  dkl  not  much  ex* 
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cccd  eighty  thoufand;  all  huflbandmen  living  on  the  produce  of 
their  grounds  and  the  work  of  their  hancTs;  all  warriors,  withouv 
])ay,  and  engaged  in  conthiual  war;  all  handicrafts*men,  either  hy 
calling  or  neccffity. 

In  many  countries  the  difficulties  concerning  works  much  infe- 
rior  to  thefc  are  cleared  up  at  once,  by  attributing  them  to  fairies, 
to  forccrers,  and  even  to  the  devil  hitnfelf ;  and  I  own  I  fliould 
as  foon  be  for  giving  to  them  the  honour  of  all  the  edifices  and 
(onlh  unions  attribnted  to  Tafquin,  cipecially  the  fcwcrs  in  quet 
tion,  as  to  that  very  limited  fovereign  of  an  infant  unfettled  ftate, 
and  which  never  fo  much  as  thought  of  coinitig  money  till  three 
hundred  years  after. 

riie  Romans  of  the  more  enlightened  ages  could  not  but  fee 
into  tills  contradi^ion.  Pliny  was  aware  of  it;* but,  to  avoid  over¬ 
throwing  one  of  the  main  foundations  .of  the  conceit  entertained 
hy  the  Romans,  and  the  nations  whom  they  bad  fubdned,  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  grandeur  of  the  eternal  city^  even  in  its  infancy,  he 
llippoi'cs  that  in  the  building  the  Cloaca  maxima  Tarquxn  had  let 
nil  the  people  of  Rome  to  work.  And,  to  help  out  this  fuppofi- 
tion,  he  makes  Tarquin  treat  them  whh  a  leverity  of  which  moft 
tlefpotic  Rates  fcarce  afford  an  inRance*  **  If  any/^  fays  he, 
“  were  difeouraged  by  the  length  and  dangers  of  the  work,  °fb  as 
‘  to  give  themfelves  up  to  dcfpair,  and  deprive  thcmfelves  of  Ijfe, 
‘  Tarquin  caufed  their  bodies  to  be  nailed  crofs-wife,  and  thus  left 
*  unburied  to  the  vultures  and  other 'birds  of  prey/^  In  quo^  adds 
pu dor  Romani  nominis  pr opr ius  qid  fatpe  res  perditas  fer^ 
vavit  in  pr^eliu,  tune  quoque  fuhvenit. 

But  this  circumltance,  fo  little  agreeable  to  the  conRitution  of 
Rome,  even  under  its  kings,  and  of  which  no  mention  b  made  be¬ 
fore  Pliny,' cannot  convince  me  of  the  main  fa<R. 

Some  more  clear  particulars  than  thole  which  Dionyfius  Hall- 
carnalfeus  himfelf  relates  concerning  the  firft  inhabitants  of  Ea- 
tiuin,  might  difeover  the  real  aodiors  of  this  conRrutftion,  which 
bears  fo  near  a  refemblaucc  to  many  ofthers  ere<5led  in  the  mofb 
remote  times;  times,  when  that  part  of  Italy  between  the  two 
feas  was  covered  with  towns,  dw^ings  and  tiihabhants,  before 
the  Roman  name  was  fb  much  as  known. 

At  leaft  it  is  certain  from  Eivy,  that  before  tire  Trojans,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Roman  notion,  brought  their  houfehold  gods  kiro 
Latium,  a  colony  of  Arcadians  had  already  fettled  on  the  mount 
Palatine;  a  colony  of  the  fame  kind,  and  doubtlefs  of  the  iaiire 
date  as  all  thofe,  the  conjunAion  of  which  had  formed  Italic- 
Oreece,  which  the  Greeks  themfelves,  by  way  of  excellence,  cal¬ 
led  Great  Greece.  Philbfciphy,  the  arts  and  fciences,  had  flourith- 
ed  in  this  fine  country  before  Rotniilas  had  made  himfelf  known 
there,  by  his  afylum  and  the  rape  of  the  Sabines. 

It  is  even  very  probable,  that  colonies  prior  to  the  emigrations 
of  the  Creeks,  h-ad  taken  care  to  diiplay,  in  their  public  works,  a

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graneleor  expreffive  of  their  power  and  profpeHty^i-  The  filence 
of  hiftorians  concerning  thefe  aricient  foundation^/’^^is  amply  com. 
pen  fa  ted  by  the  public  edifices  of  old  Pocftumi^whkh  ate  extftlHg 
even  to  this  day  :  and  count  Oaxola;^  mailer  of' tlH^  fordnatice  ill 
Spain,  caufed  plans  and  elevations  to  Be  taken  ii

taftc  and  .proporiions  of  thefe' edifices;  and  thelf^reftfublaace*  lo 
tliofe  which  are  Hill  exifling  in  Upper  Egypt,  piDVc  tbem  aiterick’ 
to  the  coniihcnccnient  of  arts  even  among  the  Greeks,  ^  ''fi 

To  thefe  priniiiive  colonies,  whofc  work*  they  are,**p^h*p8 
fhould  be  attributed  thofe  inonnments  of  fubterraneous  architee. 
lure,  which  are  common  in  Great  Greece,  Sicily/  Phoenicia,  and 
Kgypi;  I  mean  thofe  caverns,  wrought  by  honian  Ikill/  which 
hold  the  fir  (I  rank  among  the  antiquities  of  Cumae  and  PubzoIo  • 
the  catacombs  of  Naples,  Melliha,'and  Syracufe;  and  .the'crypiac’ 
along  the  coaft  of  Phoenicia,  liewu  in  the  rocks;  together  with 
riiofe  immeulc  galleries  which  run  to  fuch  an 'extent'  under 
ground  in  part  of  Egypt ;  and  all  the  works  of  this  kind /of  wW^h 
the  firll  men  found  the  models  in  thofe  wonderful  ca\^rns  exlii-^‘ 
luted  to  them  by  nature,  among  the  ruins  6*ut  bf.  which  it  ' 
formed  moll  of  the  iflands  of  the  Archipelago.  'The  Aljn'ihldoltJp 
who  difpla)  ed  their  valour  at  the  fiege  of  Troy,  and  gave 
felves  out  to  be  the  del'cciulants  of  ants,  who  lived  'thider 
might  ptrha]>.s  owe  both  their  name,  which,  according  to  Pliny, 
was  in  ibe  eaily  times  common  to  all  the  Greeks,  and  this  tradi* 
tion  concerning  their  origin,  to  their  anccllors  having  been  parti* 
cularly  noted  for  works  of  this  kind. 

Now,  in  one  or  other  of  thofe  early  ages  mud  be  placet)  the 
foundation  of  thofe  edifice.s,  the  ruins  of  which  Evandcr  lllei^di 
to  ^leas,  on  the  very  fpot  which  Rome  afterwards  cam^  io  oc- 
cupy.  '

Accordingly,  in  the  fifth  century  of  the  chrillian  sera,  Evander 
was  commonly  accounted  the  founder  or  reftorer  of  Rome.  Under 
the  empire  of  Paganifm,  Rome  had  not  dared  to  *  relitiqtiifli  the 
opinion  which  referred  its  origin  to  Romulus,  fuch  opinion  being 
connec'icd  with  religion  by  a  number  of  ceremonies  implying  that 
origin. 

'i  o  thefe  indications  may  he  added,  the  dimnefs  and  uncerttjli* 
ly  of  what  light  appears  in  the  firll  ages  of  Rome;  the  chrments 
of  the  Romans  concerning  their  origin  and  its  fuppoled  epoeba; 
their  (ludious  fondnefs  of  referring  to  thetnfelvcs  and  their ‘ancet 
tors  whatever  had  an  air  of  grandeur;  their  condant  admiration 
ot  thele  very  fevvers  in  quedioii ;  their  goddefs^Cloacina,  to  whoin 
fliey  attributed  the  fuperintendency  of  them,  and.wholb  worlhip 
is  dated  from  Tatius,  Romulus’s  tollegue.  After  all,  reducing  the 
tcllimouy  of  the  Roman  bifiorians  to  then*  juft  weight,  wc  fl»ll 

6nly 
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only  conclude  that. the  conftruilion  of  the  Cloaca  maxima  is  not 
pofterior  to  the  fecond  century  of  Rome. 

Againfl  the  fuppofition  of  fuch  an  undertaking  bei^  formed, 
carried  into  execution,  and  completed,  by  a  town  in  its  infancy, 
and  perpetually  embroiled  in  wars,  I  might  object,  at  leaft,  as  a 
rcafoii  for  doubtingf  the  long  paticuce  of  the  Parifians  in  bearing, 
.ind  in  a  quarter^ which  was  for  a  Iqpg  time  the  beauty  of  Paris,  ^ 
and  dole  by  the  walks  of  that  quarter^  the  ftench  and  many  in- 
convenieitcies  of  an  open  fewer,  witfiqut  any  water  running  into 
li,  hid  in  dead  ground^,  and  the  infeded  atmolphere  of  which 
over-fpread  no  fmall  part  of  the  garden  ground  fupplying  that 
great  city.  At  length,  M.  rfuigot  was  the  man  who  contrived 
and  made  a  ftone^work  fewer,  which,  by  means  of  the 'water  run¬ 
ning  through,,  and  thus,  cooling  and  cleanfing  it,  Hiould  ^qual 
iliofe  at  Kom.r ;  yet  it  is  but  little  above- twenty  years  fince  fuch 
a  city  (thanks  to  that  valuable  citizen)  has  been  provided  mth  a 
convenience  of  fuch  importance  :  molts  fr/it,  ’&£':!  ■ 

I'he  reafbns  9f  neceffity,  which  called  for  fuch  an  'undertaking 
at  Paris,  did  not  cxill  in  Rome  under  Romulus  and  Tarqum.  fts 
inhabitants  may  be  fuppofed  none  of  the  thoft  deli¬ 

cate  perfoo8<  it  ftood  fcambling  along  the  Tiber,  ^  on  hills  and 
eminences,  the  vallles  of  which  wxrc  natural  draini  for  *thc  waters 
and  hull,  d^chargin^  them  into  that  river.

Of  the  great  Adrniral  and  celebrated  Patriot  Andrew  Doria,  from 
Dr  Robertfon’s  Hifiory  of  Charles  V. 

OL’R  author  having  given  an  account  of  the  condition  of  the 
French  army  under  Lautrec,  at  the  iiegc  of  Naples,  after 
the  imperial  fleet  had  been  deftroyed  and  the  %iceroy  killed  at 
the  mouth  of  the  harbour  by  Doria’s  nephew,  proceeds  as  follows: 

Thefe  unexpedled  events  retarded  the  progrefi  of  the  French, 
and  dilcouragec)  both  the  general  and  his  troops;  but  the  revolt 
of  Andrew  Doria  proved  a  fatal  blow  to  all  their  meadires.  That 
gallant  officer,  the  citizen  of  a  republic,  and' trained  tip  from  his, 
infancy  in  the  fea-fervicc,  retained  iVic  fpirit  of  independence  na* 
rural  to  the  former,  ^nd  the  plain  liberal  manners  peculiar  to  the 
latter.  A  perfetfl  ft  ranger  to  the  arts  of  fiibmiflion  or  flattery  ne- 
reflary  in  courts,  and  confeious  at  the  fame  time  of  his  own’ merit 
and  importance,  he  always  offered  bis  advice  with  freedom,  and 
often  preferred  his  complaints  and  remonftranccs  with  boldnefs.  , 
The  French  miaifters,^  uqaccuftomed  to  fuch  liberties,  determined 
to  ruin  a  man  who  treaty  them  with  fo  little  deference,  and 
though  Francis  himfcif  had  a  juft  lenfc  of  Dorians  (ervlces,  as  well 
at  an  high  efteem  for  his  charatfter,  the  cdurtiers,  by  continually 
reprefenting  him  as  a  man  haughty^  iniradlable,  and  more  folici- 
lons  to  aggrandize  himfcif  than  promote  the  Intereft  of  France, 
V’'oT..  IX.  P  P  •  gradually 
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pradiially  undermined  the  foundations  of  his  and  filled  the 

kini»^s  mind  with  fafpicion  and  diftruft.  Trom  Wence  Moueeded

bled;  an  a^ttempt  was^inade  to  feize  the  prifonefrs  taken 
liew  in  the  fea-fight  off  Naples  all  which  he  bore  with 
of  e:()od-humoui\  ’‘  But  an  injury  offered  to  his  coDfury, 
beyond  all  bounds  of  patience.  The  French  be-

gan  to  foriily  S.ivano,  to  clear  its  harbour,  and,  ^ 

foine  braiiches  of  trade  carried  on* at ‘Genoa,  plainly'  (hewed  that 
they  intended  to  render  that  town,  long  the  objecl  of  jealouly 
and  haired  to  the  Genoefe,  their  rival  in  wealth  and  commerck 
Doria,  animated  with  a  patriotic  zeal  for  the  honour  and  intereff 
of  his  country,  remonftrated  againll  this  in  ine  liigheft  tone,  not 
wihrout  threats,  if  the  nieafiires  were  not  *  inftamly  abandoned, 
This  bold, action,  aggravated  by  the  malice  of  the  courtiers,  apd 
placed  in  the  mod  odious  light,  irritated  Francis  to  fucb  a  degreej 
that  he  commanded  Barbefieux,  whom  he  appointed'  admiral 
the  Levant,  to  fill  diretdly  to  Genoa  with  the^Ffench  fleet,  ip 
arrefl  Doria,  and  to  ferze  his  galleys.  This  rafh  order,  of  which 
the  inoft  profound  ferrefy  alone  could  have  fecured  the  execu¬ 
tion,  was  concealed  with  (b  little  care,  that  Doria  got  timely  in¬ 
telligence  of  it,  and  retired  with  all  his  galleys  to  a  place  of  fafeiy. 
imado,  his  prifbner,  who  had  longed  uhferved  and  fomented,  his 
growing  difeontent,  and  had  often  allured  him  by  magnificent 
promifes  to  enter  into  the  emperor^s  fervice,  laid  hold  on  this  fa¬ 
vourable  opportunity.  While  his  indignation  and  refentment 
were  at  their  height,  he  prevailed  on  him  to  difpatch  one  of  Jhis 
<iflicers  to  the  iinpcfial  court  with  his  overtures  .and  demands* 
The  negociation  was  not  long;  Charles,  fully  fehfible  of  the  im¬ 
portance  of  fuch  an  acquifition,  granted  him  whatever  terms  w 
required.  Doria  icni  back  his  comiiiidion,  together  with  th^  ifol- 
lar  of  St  Michael,  to  Francis,  and  holding  the  imperiil  colpUK, 
failed  with  all  his  galleys  towards  Naples,  not  to  block  up  the 
harbour  of  that  unhappy  city,  as  he  had  formeily  engaged,  but 
to  bring  them  protection  and  deliverance.  ^  . 

His  arrival  opened  the  communication  with  the  (ea,  and  rettored 
plenty  in  Naples,  which  was  now  reduced  to  the  lad  extremity; 
and  the  French,  having  lod  fuptriority  at  fea,"w’ere  ibon  reduced 
to  great  llraits  for  want  of  provilions.  The  prince  of  Orangff 
who  fuccceded  the  viceroy  in  the  command  of  the  imperial  army* 
fliewed  himfelf,  by  bis  prudent  conduct,  worthy'  of  that  honour 
w  hich  his  g«K»d  fortune,  and  the  death  of  bis  generals^  bad  twice 
acquired  him.  Beloved  by  the  troops^  who  rcmchiBering  the 
profperiiy  they  had  enjoyed  under  his  commandl’feVved  hiin  with 
the  uiinoft  alacrity,  he  let  flip  no  op^rtunify^af*  h wafting  .the 
enemy,  and,  by  continual  alarms  or  falties,  fatigueit^and  weakened 
them*  As  an  addition  to  all  tbefe  misfortunes,  the  dileales  com* 
^  moi 
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mon  in  that  comitry  during  the  ful try.  months  began  to  break  out 
among  the  French  troops.  The  frijfbners  coi^VniuilWated  to  them  , 
the  pfdilence  tvhicli  lie  imperial  army  had  brouglit  t6‘  Naples 
from  Rome,  anti  it  raged  wiih ‘fiicli  ’ violence// thaV’f^  ’cither 

olliters  or  n>ldiers^  efcaped  thejn^^ion;  ^'whhfc' 

not  four  tiibuta'uci  nielli  a  nuipber  rC|^r^e  fnfli^ient  ter  dcrend'  the 
unip,  were  capable  of  doing  duiyi’ and  being  novv  bcfleged  in 
ihrir  turn,  they  fuffered  all  the  miieries  from  which  the  imperV- 
alills  were  delivered.  Lautrcc,  after  l^rugglin^  loilg  with  Yb 
many  difappointments  and  calamities^,  which  preyed  on  his  mind 
at  the  fame  time  that  the  peftiVence  wafted  his  body,  died,  la¬ 
menting  the  negligence  of  his  fbvereign,  and  the  infidelity  of  his 
aiiles,  to  which  lb  many  brave  men  had  fallen  vi\ftims.  By  his 
death,  and  the  indirpouiion  of  the  otlier  generals,  the  command 
devolved  on  the  marquis  de  Salnces,  an  officer  altogether  unequsl 
to  fuch  a  truft.  He,  with  troops  no  Icfs  difpirited  than  reduced, 
retreated  in  diforder  to  Averfa  5  which  town  being  invefted  by  the 
j)rince  of  Orange,  Salnces  was  under  the  neceftliy  of  Confenting, 
that  he  himfclf  ihould  remain  a  prifoner  of  war,'  that  his  troops 
fliould  lay  down  their  arms  and  colours,  give  up  ihcir  bag|;a^c, 
and  march  under  a  guard  to  the  frontiers  of  France.  By  tins  ig- 
noinihions  capitulation,  the  wretched  remains  of  the  French  army 
were  faved ;  and  the  emperor^  by  his  own  perfeverance  and  the 
good  condudl  of  his  generals,  acquired  once  more  the  fupcrioriiy 
in  Italy. 

The  lofs  of  Genoa  followed  immediately  upon  the  ruin  of  the 
army  in  Naples.  To  deliver  his  country  from  the  dominion  of 
foreigners  was  Dorians  higheft  ambition,  and  had  been  his  princi¬ 
pal  inducement  to  quit  the  (ervice  of  France,  and  enter  into  that 
of  the  emperor.  A  moft  favourable  opportunity  for  executing 
th  is  honourable  enterprize  now  prelentcd  ilfelf.  The  city  of 
Genoa,  alftiifted  by  the  peftilence,  was  almoft  deferted  by  its  in¬ 
habitants;  the  French  garrilbn  being  neither  regularly  paid  nor 
recruited,  was  reduced  to  an  inconfiderable  number  i  Dorians  eroi(l 
faries  found  that  fuch  of  the  citizens  as  remained,  being  Weary  a- 
like  of  the  French  and  lAiperial  yoke,  the  rigour  of  which  they 
had  alternately  felt,  were  ready  to  welcome  him  ai  their  deli¬ 
verer,  and  to  fecond  all  bis  meafures.  Things  wearing  this  pro- 
ntiftiig  a(|ie<ft,  he  failed  towards  the  coaft  of  Genoa;  on  his 
proach  the  French  gallics  retired;  a  fm all  body  of  men  which  he 
landed,  furpriled  one  of  ^hc  gates  of  Genoa  in  the  night  time; 
Triviilci,  the  French  governor,  with  his  feeble  garrilbn,  ftmt  him- 
fclf  up  in  the  citadel,  an^  Doria  took  pofleflion  of  the  town  with* 
out  bioodfhed  or  refiftanc^e.  Want  of  provifions  quickly  obliged 
Trivnlci,  to  capitulate ;  the  people,  ezger  to  abottih  fiicli  an  odious 
monument  of  tb^  (ervitude,  ran  togcAcr  with  a  tumuUubas  vio* 
lence,  and  levelled  the  ciudel  with  tlie  ground.  '

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It  was  now  in  Dorians  power  to  have  rendered  bimfelf  the  fo. 
vereigii  of  his  country,  which  he  had  To  happUy/freed  from  op. 
prellion.  The  fame  ot  his  former  actions,’ the  fuccefs  of  his  pre- 
lent  attempt,  the  attachment  of  his  friends, ithe  gratitude  of  his 
countrymen,  together  with  the  fupport  of  the  emperor,  all  con. 
fpired  to  facilitate  his  attaining  the  fupreme^  authority,  and  in¬ 
vited  him  to  lay  hold  of  it.  *But  with  a  magnaniniuy  of  which 
there  are  few  examples,  he  facrificed  all.  thoughts  of  aggrandizing 
himfelf  to  the  virtuous  fatisfaclion  cf  eftablifliiug 'liberty  in  his 
country,  the  highell  object  at  which  ambitivon  can  aim.  Having 
alfcmbled  the  whole  body  of  .the  people  in  the  court  before  bis 
j)dace,  he  afltired  them,,  thac  the  happinefs  of  feeing  them  once 
more  in  poflelTion  of  freedom,  W'as  to  him  a  full  reward  for  all  his 
fervices;  that  more  delighted  with  the  name  of  citizen  than  of  fo.. 
vereigii,  he  claimed  no  jire-eniincnce  or  power  above  his  equals; 
but  remitted  inlirely  to  them  the  right  of  fettling  what  form  of 
gfjvernment  they  would  now  chufe  to  be  eftablifhed  among  them. 
The  people  liftcncd  to  him  with  tears  of  admiration,  and  of  joy. 
Twelve  pcrfoiis  were  elected  to  nevv*modclithc  conflitution  of  the 
republic.  The  inlUience  of  Dorians  virtue  and  'example,^ comma-* 
nicaied  itfelf  to  his  countrymen ;  the  factions  which  had  long 
torn  and  ruined  the  Hate,  feemed  to  be  forgotten ;  prudent  pre¬ 
cautions  were  taken  to  prevent  their  reviving  ;  and  the  fame  form 
of  government,  which  hath  fubfilled  with  little  variation  foce 
that  time  in  Genoa,  was  edablilhed  with  univerfal  applaufe.  Do- 
ria  lived  to  a  great  age,  beloved,  refpected,  and*  honoured  by*  hU 
countrymen  ;  and  adhering  uniformly  to  his  profellions  of  modera¬ 
tion,  without  arrogating  any  thing  unbecoming  a  private  citizen, 
he  preferved  a  great  afeendanc  over  the  councils  of  the  republic, 
which  owed  its  being  to  bis  generofity.  The  ^authority  he 
})oirelled  was  more  flattering,  as  well  as  mor<  farisfatffory,  than 
that  derived  from  foveieignty  ;  a  dominion  founded  in  love  and  in 
gratitude  ;  and  upheld  by  veneration  for  his  virtues,  not  by  the 
dread  of  his  power.  His  memory  isftill  reverenced  by  the  Genoefc, 
a  ad  he  is  diilinguiflied  in  their  public  monuments,  and  celebrated 
in  the  works  of  their  hiflorians  by  the  mod  honourable  of  all  ap- 
J  cllalions,  THE  FATHER  OF  HIS  C  OUNTRY,  AND  THE  RZSTORiR 
OF  ITS  LIBERTY.  *  ,

1  believe  that  libelling  and  defaming  is  no  crime,  unlefs  a  fcdi. 
tious  and  malicious  intention  he  plainly  proved  ;  and  that  a  jury 
who  have  brought  in  a  verdid  in  purfuance  of  fuch  a  falutary 
jiuxiui,  ought  to  have  a  monument  erected  to  their  memory,  and 
iheir  names  in  golden  letters  be  tranfmitted  to  latcft  pofterity. 

I  believe  the  H.  of  C.  lias  the  power  of  expelling,  but  not  of 
excluding  a  member  ;  for  that  he  carries  in  his  pocket  a  mailer, 
key,  to  let  himfelf  in  immediately,  and  laugh  at  their  pretended 
power.  That,  till  Mr  W.  b  replaced,  they  are  no  legal  hdufe, 
their  laws  not  binding,  and  the  fubjeefts  juilified  in  refufing  to  pay 
their  taxes.  '  "  '• 

I  believe  that  the  K.  ought  not  to  have  any  friends  in  the 
houfe,  at  lead  none  whofc  ferviccs  he  may  reward  ;  but  that  eve. 
ry  member  ought  to  be  an  anii-courtier,  by  which  means  alone 
tile  wheels  of  government  can  move  on  fmoothly. 

I  believe  that,  ever  fince  his  majelty’s  accedion,  the  miniftry 
have  been  aiming  at  the  mtrodudlion  of  arbitrary  po^er;  and  that, 
giving  the  judges  their  patents  during  life^  the  abolition  of  gene¬ 
ral  warrants,  the  adl  to  oblige  members  of  parliament  to  pay  their 
debts,  together  with  the  other  a<fl  referring  ahe  dedfion  of  dil^ 
puted  elections  to  a  jury  chofen  by  ballot,  are  all  manifed  and 
dangerous  deps  to  fuch  arbitrary  power. 

1  believe  that  the  late  peace  was  a  very  bad  one  ;  that  we 
ought  to  have  carried  on  the  war  till  our  debts  had  amounted  at 
lead  to  the  round  fum  of  200  millions,  which  might  eaiily  have 
been  paid  off  with  a  fpunge  ;  that  funds  for  railing  the  money 
were  quite  obvious  ;  and  that  we  had  plenty  of  men  eager  to  eii- 
lid,  and  could  very  well  have  fpared  40  or  50,000  more,  to  enrich 
the  fields  of  Germany  ;  that  the  French  had  a  very  great  bargain 
in  buying  fuch  a  peace  for  no  more  than  one  million  derling, 
which,  however,  indead  of  being  applied  to  the  (inking  fund,  was' 
iiiamefully  funk  into  the  pockets  of  the  peace-makers,  excepting 
that  a  certain  great  lady  had  500,000^.  of  it  to  her  own  (liare,  as 
Dr  M.  has  evinced.  That  driving  the  French  out  of  J^rntricn
